They met with 
no opposition, yet nevertheless hacked 
to death three inoffensive Chinamen, 
assaulted another so murderously as 
to cause him to lose his left eye and 
arm and carried off for ransom three 
other Chinamen, a native and a Span- 
iard.

langed. 


A native captain of insurgents in the 


army of the famous Alejandrino seized 
a Filipino in the full vigor of life and 
uid him buried alive. 


A native policeman on duty in the 


.nit'blo of Misamis, on Mindanao is- 
land, was seized by a. band of natives, 
tied to a post uud beaten with a gun. 
He was then taken out on the high- 
way, where his assailants linishfed him 
with bolow and pinned on him a paper 
bearing this inscription: 


"Countrymen, don't imitate me. for I 


am an Amerlcunistu and have talked 
with the Americans." 


One victim was made to stand on the 


briuk of a grave dug for him and there 
stabbed to death.

From Different Points. 


STOBM KAGED FOB HOUBS, 


Gr««tv*t Dl«*»trr the Wrecking of 


the Steamer City at Baltimore, 


IK Which Twelve Liven 


Were Lout. 


Chicago, May 25.—Death and disas- 


ter,' the full extent of which is not 
known yet, resulted from the gale 
which raged on the great lakes the past 
24 hours.. From Chicago to Ogdeus- 
burg. X. Y., the storm held sway, and 
a score of vessels were sunk, wrecked 
or suffered serious damage. 


The reports received from ports on 


the lakes told only of disasters in their 
immediate vicinity, and it is feared 
that other wrecks, with fatalities, oc- 
curred at isolated places along the 
shores. Anxiety is felt for vessels iu 
uiidlake, which could und no shelter 
from the gale's fury. 


The worst Disaster reported was the 


wrecking of the steamer City of Balti- 
more off Fish point, ten miles from 
East Tawas, Mich., in which 12 lives 
were lost. Two members of the crew 
lashed themselves to a piece of wreck- 
age aud were picked up after six hours 
in the water. One of these, George 
McGiunis of Chicago, was made insane 
by his experience, and his companion 
narrowly escaped the same fate. 


The fishing tug Constance was cut 


in two and sunk in collision with the 
steamer C. W. Moore in the river near 
Menominee, Mich. The crew escaped. 


Schooner* Aahore. 


The, schooner Montaroreney is ashore 


on Charity island, near Bay City, Mich., 
and. may prove a total loss. 


The schooner George Davis is high 


and dry on Wenona teach, near Bay 
City. 


The steamer City of New Baltimore 


was damaged Jn a collision with a tug 
at Bay City, and the tug Traveler lost 
part of the raft it was bringing in. 


The steamer Pewaukee is stranded on

vers, such as scarlatina or measles. At 
that lime the convulsions have no special 
significance, but when occurring later 
during an attack of scarlet fever they 
may point td the existence of a kidney 
disease. In whoopicg cough convulsions 
are sometimes produced ia consequence 
of deficient aeration, of the blood, owing 
to a partial collapse of the lungs. 


In children convulsions are perhaps 


most commonly the result of some disor- 
der of the digestive tract, caused by the 
presence of indigestible material in the 
stomach 
worms. 
or bowels, or of intestinal 


Inflammation of the ear is another com- 


mon exciting cause of convulsions, but 
teething, which is blamed for so many 
fits, very seldom causes convulsions un- 
less the eruption of the teeth is exceed- 
ingly difficult and painful. 


In children, as in adults, convulsions 


may be due to hysteria or to epilepsy. 
They may be caused by a great shock to 
the nervous system, such as a severe 
fright. 
Meningitis or a tumor of the 


brain may also cause them, both in chil- 
dren and in adults. 


\Vhatever the cause, it will be safe to 


put a child with convulsions into a not 
too hot bath-^-say at a temperature of 
about 9G or 97 degrees. 


Nerve sedatives are usually prescribed 


in the hope of preventing a second con- 
vulsion, but the cause-, if discoverable, 
must of course be semoved.—Youth's 
Companion.

Law reports of the sixteenth and seven- 


teenth centuries contaiu numerous refer- 
ences to supernatural occurrences ia court 
aad on the scaffold. One of the most re- 
markable m-orda of this kind is connect- 
ed with a murder trial which took place 
in England early iu the reigti ol the first 
Charles. Sir John Maynard, one of the 
greatest lawyers, is the authority for the 
supernatural events of the trial, and ia 
his quaint preface to his notes he says he 
"thought good to report the evidence 
which was given, whivh many did hear, 
that the memory thereof nrisbt not be 
lost by miscarriage of papers or other- 
wise." 


One Johan Norkett, a farmer's wife, 


had died, and at the coroner's inquest evi- 
dence was given proving that the wom- 
an's throat had been cut from ear to ear. 
At first the jury favored a verdict of felo 
de se, and the body was interred, but ru- 
uiors became general pointing to tonl 
play, and the body was exhumed. Thir- 
ty days after the death the jury assem- 
bled before the body and four suspected 
persons were brought in. The only evi- 
dence against the prisoners was that they 
slept iu an adjoining room and that no 
one had passed that room; "therefore, if 
she did not murder herself, they must b» 
the -murderers." 


What took place at the remarkable post 


mortem inquiry may best be described in 
the words of a witness at the subsequent 
trial, who was described as "an ancient 
and grave* person, minister to the parish 
where this murder was committed." This 
estimable gentleman said: "They (the 
prisoners) did touch the ffead bodyt where- 
upon the brow of the dead, which was be- 
fore a livid and can-ion color, began to 
have a dew or gentle sweat arise upon" it, 
which increased by degrees till the -sweat 
ran tlown^i drops upon the face, the 
brow turo?%jand changed to a lively col- 
or, aad the dead opened one of her eyes 
aud shut it again, which she did three 
several times. She likewise thrust out 
fhe ring or marriage finger three times 
and pulled it in again, and the - finger 
dropped blood on the floor." 
i Naturally-enough such remarkable evi- 
'dence as this was received with some sus- 
'picion "by the court, although thejMtness, 
to again quote Sir John Maynard, "was 
H reverend person about 60 years of age, 
IBS could be guessed. His testimony was 
fflelivered gravely and temperately, but to 
the great admiration of the auditory." 
'Ample confirmation of an obviously im- 
partial character was, however, forth- 
coming, and the "admiration" turned to 
iiorror, so much so that the prisoners 
were convicted, and two of them suffered 
death, at the hand of the common-hang- 
man.

iWhom was an aged woman, could ever be 
prevailed upon to confess any complicity 
in the crime. 
I Iu 1751 an Irish murderer was convict- 
ed largely upon dream evidence. A "Wa- 
terford publican named Rogers dreamed 
one night that he saw a man murder an- 
other man on a green spot on the summit 
of an adjoining mountain. He was able 
nest day to describe both men with per- 
fect accuracy, and did so to many of his 
'friends. One of the men was exception- 
ally strong, the other weak and puny; but 
it was the latter who in the vision com- 
mitted the murder. Rogers persuaded the 
parish priest to accompany him- to the 
spot, which he found without difficulty, 
but where there seemed to be no traces of 
a murder or a struggle; hence Rogers got 
rather laughed at. Next day. however, 
two men entered the public house, and 
Sirs. Rogers at once recognized them 
from her husband's description of the 
heroes in the vision. Much alarmed, sbe 
fetched her husband, who was also cer- 
tain they were the two men. 


• When they rose to leave, Rbgrere begged 
the one he expected to be murdered to re- 
main, but without avail. 
He nearly 


fainted with fright after the men had gone 
find finally persuaded a neighbor to ac- 
company him to- the green spot on the 
hill, where, sure enough, the tragedy of 
the dream had taken place in teality.

TheWe^on used 
was a knife, and as eight stabs were seen, 
by Rogers in his dream, so the murderer 
admitted that he drove his knife up to the 
handle in his companion's body exactly 
that number of times. 


In 1801 a woman named Kraeme ap- 


peared before a Frankfort justice and 
asked to be sworn, as she had valuable 
information about a crime committed in 
a remote village iu Russia, many days' 
journey from her German home. 
The 


story she told the justice was this: Ten 
years before her only son had left home.

Here he had fallen ia 
love with a serf's daughter who bad a 
Russian beau. On the preceding night 
this latter hnd inveigled the young Teu- 
ton into the country, where he had stab- 
bed him and then concealed the body in, 
a cave off the highway.

was poor and had never been outside of 
her native town, and he was so struck 
with the vividness of her description of 
victim, assailant and location that he for- 
warded it to a notary in. Kiaf. 


Meantime Carl Kraeme had been miss- 


ed, and on the receipt of the dream story 
the police hunted for the cavo. found it 
exactly as located and also the. body, 
with a wound corresponding with that de- 
scribed in the vision.

CHAMPAGNE MAKING. 
INDIGESTION. 


Why It Is Not More Extensive In tho 


Hutted States. 
j 


"What the dickens is the reason," asked, 


an inquisitive friend of a well, known j 
California wine man, ''that we can't! 
make as good champagne here in the 
United States as they do ia Prance?" 


"Because it doesn't pay,'' replied the 


wine man promptly. "There is no phys-, 
ical reason why we can't do it. We have' 
the climate, we have the soil, aud the 
champagne grape, grown from imported 
clippings, does just as well here as it does 
in France. But there is no money in the 
business. The situation is briefly this," 
continued the Californian. 
"To make 


high grade champagne requires an enor- 
oiOus investment of capital. After the 
stock is bottled it must mature for sev- 
eral years in subterranean vaults at a 
constant temperature of 45 degrees. 


"In Reims and the other champagne 


districts of France the old Roman cata- 
combs aie titilizeil for that purpose, and 
their existence has undoubtedly made the 
business possible. They are tunneled toi 
miles through solid rock, and if they had 
been excavated for use as wine vaults 
their cost would have been prohibitive. 
You cnn see, too, on, a moment's reflection 
that the ripening stock must be very large 
in order to return a decent profit. 
It 


must run up into the millions of bottles, 
meaning the tying up of a small fortune 
every season. In France, where the peo 
pie are educated to solid investments and 
slow returns, that sort of thing is prac 
tical; but'here—no. An American want' 
to turn over his money quickly and won't 
listen to a proposition involving four or 
five years' inaction. 


"Out in my district the winernakers 


have all they can do in supplying the 
market with claret and still vintages, and 
they very naturally argue that they would 
be foolish to sink a lot of money in n 
champagne plant that would bring them 
to a standstill for years. We are making 
a little good champagne in this country 
now and have been doing so for some 
time past, but the reason why we haven't 
entered the field as serious producers is 
the one I Lave just skeletonized."—New 
Orleans Times-Democrat.

In two months the finan- 
cial centers of old Europe had felt the 
shook, and about tho same time Mackay, 
Flood, Fair and O'Brien were .able to an- 
nounce that they wore millionaires be- 
yond tho dreams of avarice.—Success. 


The Bonei of tlie Con<i«oror. 


A splendid monument brilliant with 


gems and gold was erec.ted by William 
Itufiis over the ashes of his father, but

About ti 
century Inter this second tomb was re- 
moved to another part of tho choir, and 
in 1703, during the ruthless days of the 
terror, it, too, was rilled, and the last 
relic of "tho famous baron" disappeared. 
Tho slab *>f black marble alono remains 
to murk tho spot so tragically associated 
with tho memory of Guliolauis Con- 
questor.—Good Words.

peremptory and absolute tone—all which 
bespoke the man born to command—asso- 
ciated with such a dwarfish and attenu- 
ated frame. 


It is a singular fact that while nothing 


would seem to be easier than to ascertain 
the exact size of great men yet it is real- 
ly difficult and often impossible to do so. 
How 
IOUK did ''the grand monarch," 


Louis XIV, pass for a large man, being 
described as such by courtiers and histo- 
risins! Yet the measurement of bis skele- 
ton some years after his death revealed 
that he was under the average size. Xapo- 
leon IIIj while on the throne, was de- 
picted as majestic in. figure. Wo now 
know that he was very short, little more 
than five feet high. 


Indeed, far the larger part of the men 


who have ruled the world either intellec- 
tually or with the sword have been nu>a 
of small stature. Aristotle, the Groelc 
philosopher who for 2,000 years main- 
tained despotic sway over the world nf 
thought, was a slender man with spindle 
shanks, small eyes and a shrill, stammer- 
ing speech. In the great council of JS'icc, 
consisting of 2,000 delegates, the most 
potent spiiit, who, after long and fierce 
disputes carried the council with him, 
was Athanasius. a man of very sinali 
stature, "a dwarf rather than a man," 
says Dean Stanley, "but of almost an- 
geiie"beauty of face and expression." In 
his little body dwelt a mighty soul. Com- 
bining subtloty of thought and powor of 
eloquence with resoluteness oC will, inten- 
sity of conviction and intrepidity of spir- 
it, he fought single handed and for halt 
a century the great battle ot orthodoxy 
—having "no friend but God and death" 
and today the creed of Athanasius is sub- 
stantially tlie creed of Christendom. 


Gregory VII, the mightiest and haugh- 


tiest of the Roman pontiffs, who de- 
throned sovereigns at his will, was a 
diminutive man, and so were Canute the 
Great and the great Conde. Voltaire, the 
literary autocrat of the eighteenth cen- 
tury and tbe most brilliant wit of the 
ages, was one of tho thinnest and most 
spectral of human beings. Two of tho 
most potent spirits that directed the storm 
of the French revolution, Robespierre and 
Marat, were far below the average stat- 
in e. The former, nn incarnation of will, 
who by the sheer force of his intellect 
swayed the multitude and the national 
assembly at his pleasure, wns but fue 
feet two or three inches high, and the lat- 
ter was loss than five feet. Many of the 
most eminent Frenchmen of the nine- 
teenth century—La Place, Poisson, Fou- 
rier, Thiers, Gtiizot—were small, spare, 
spiritualized beings, who could distinctly 
feel their own ribs. 


Montaigue, the father of essayists; Dr. 


Watts, the hyumist; the sickly Scan-on, 
who, 
in reference to his ill health and in- 


significant stature, called himself "an 
abridgment of human miseries;" Alex- 
ander Pope, who wore three pairs of 
stockings to plump out his legs, to a de- 
cent size and also wore stays; Campbell, 
the author of "Ilohenlinden," ''a^prefty, 
little, delicate, ladylike, finical gentle- 
man;" Thon»as De Qnincey, the "opium 
eater," were all dwarfish men. 


Snwarrow, the greatest of Russian gen- 


erals; Frederick the Great, David Gnr- 
rick, the wonderful actor, and Alexander 
Hamilton, whom Talleyrand pronounced 
one of the three greatest men he had ever 
known, were slender and below the mid- 
dle height. Tbe brave General Marion 
"was in stature of tbe smallest size, thin 
as well as low," and Dr. Kane, who sur- 
passed nil his arctic companions in brav- 
ing torrid heat and point- cold, was but 
five feet six in height and weighed at his 
best-hut 135 pounds. 
- But more dwarfish than any of these 
phostly beings wns that phenomenon of 
the eighteenth century, tlie Abbe Qalinni 
of Naples. 
"Personally," says Marmon- 


tel, "the abbe—who was but four feet nnd 
six inches in stature—wns' the prettiest 
little harlequin that Italy ever produced, 
but upon the shoulders of thnt harlequin 
was tbe head of n Mnchinvclli." Refer- 
ring to the frequent nnd sudden alterna- 
tions in his conversntion, of great, lofty 
sublime thoughts, which, Sninto Beuvo 
snys, were worthy of Vico, if not of 
Plato, with pleasantries, jests and buf- 
fooneries, the abbe snid of himself, "You 
sec that I nm two different men kneaded 
together, who, nevertheless, do not en- 
tirely occupy the room of one."—William 
Uathews iu Saturday Evening Post.

LIKE A FUNERAL BELL 


The GhonlJy Sound Heard on Board 


Sliip In MIiloccuii. 


Sailors have great respect for the su- 


pernatural. In "A Sailor's Log," pub- 
lished by the Appletons, Hear Admiral 
Kobley D. Evans tells this good "ghost" 
story: "One of our ships had had a very 
curious ghost experience while cruising 
iu the Mediterranean which is well 
worth recording. 
At about midnight, 


\\ heu over 100 miles from hind and while 
everything was perfectly <iuiet about the 
deck, the sound of a tolling bell was dis- 
tinctly heard. It could, be plainly hoard 
by the officer of tho deck as well as tho 
men, and it continued for several min- 
utes.

theories wore advanced to account for 
the strange and unusual noise. 


"Tho third night found captain and all 


hands, officers und mon, on deck, deter- 
mined, if possible, to find a solution of 
the mystery. At tho proper time the 
sound of the bell came clear and dib- 
tmct, tolling as if for n funeral.

The galley 
of tho ship, whore tho cooking was done, 
was under the topgallant forecastle, about 
20 foot from the ship's boll. The fires in 
the galley wore put out at 0 o'clock, aud 
it was found that at a certain point iu 
tho process of cooling tho contracting of 
the metal in tho galley mnde it givo out a 
cracking noise which accorded with cer- 
tain toues in the bell and caused it to 
ring.

Well, when, 
the bread gets so stale thnt even the Ital- 
ians can't eat it it is ready to be poddlcd 
around among the villages in the neigh- 
borhood.

there is no loss or waste to out down the 
dealer's profit."—-New York Tribune.

Her personality becomes a more 


gracious presence, her relationship takes 
on a wider vision,,her services touch a 
broader horaon, her commands unil her 
suggestions are touched with a sweeter 
reasonableness, which is more reasona- 
ble as well as sweeter. If man, embody- 
ing physical force, was onre regarded as 
the head of the horn*, woman, embodying 
superior intellectual force, may now gra- 
ciously and justly assume the leadership. 


A third result of the education of a 


larger uumber of girls touches in a con- 
tradictory sense upon the result which I 
have just considered. Fewer women wish 
to be married under the conditions of 
mnrrlngc which are open to them. I sup- 
pose It In true that most women would 
prefer the vocation of the wife to any 
other. But the woman who occasionally 
thinks of this vocation finds herself op- 
posed to entering: into it, except as she 
has offered to herself a partner suitable 
ami acceptable. 
The woman educated, 


Kiaclous, accustomed to a gentle environ- 
ment, is not willing to take as her part- 
ner n man ignorant, coarse, untrained, 
whose associations nre degrading and 
damaging to the higher instincts and im- 
pulses. Therefore her fu>ld of choice for 
a partner becomes narrower by reason of 
her education. 
The woman who is edti 


eatc-d will ranrry better because she Is 
educated, but the ehancos that she will 
desire to marry at nil arc somewhat less- 
ened by her education. 


This conclusion suggests a fourth effect, 


which nnturnlly follows the increasing 
proportion of educated women. A larger 
number of women will enter specific voca- 
tion*. 
I can hardly sny that n larger 


number will become teachers, for teach- 
ing has from time immemorial been a 
profession chosen, nnd chosen wisely, by 
women. 
The mother element Is the mi- 


prenie element In tho teaching of children, 
nnd therefore women should, nnd men 
should not. enter into the opportunity of 
teaching young boys nnd girls. But we 
nre to »eo women taking up forms of busi- 
ness requiring large judgment, careful 
discrimination and the presence of fine 
personality. I do not think wo shall find 
educated women taking up such forms of 
business as arc represented In stoePnnd 
iron corporations or railroad or Htennishfp 
companion, but we shall find them taking 
tip such foims of endeavor as are cm- 
hiulled In, the great diy goods shop*!, in

A naeaus for the extraction of differ- 


ent sugars by electrolysis has been re- 
cently tested oil a commercial basis, 
and It is believed the process will open 
up a uew department In sugar manu- 
facture, says a British scientist. The 
method employed consists In the use of 
mctulllo plates as electrodes in connec- 
tion with a wood vat divided into three 
eompiirtrueiits. 
The saccharine juice 


Is placed iu the central division, those 
at the t\vo ends being filled with pure 
water. On tho passage of the electric 
current the albuminoids and other sub- 
stances iu the juice coagulate and are 
precipitated. The salts are decompos- 
ed, 4iml tht> jult-tt becomes limpid and 
oulorlesi, the lime and magnesia set- 
tling at the bottom. The soda, potassa 
and ammonia are drawn to the end 
vats. 


Pipleau Apple*. 


For some years we have enjoyed the 


pipless oranges, but It was not until 
<.juitL> recently that a fruit grower suc- 
c<\ docl ID producing a seedless apple. 
The fruit;* have been seen by many in- 
terested In pomology, and in a few 
years' tihie a good supply of these pip- 
less apples will doubtless be found on 
the market. It is said, too, that these 
new appios are superior in flavor to the 
ordinary kir.ds.
